I did not 
authorize, sanction or consent to 
the said action being taken on 
my behalf, and state that I desire 
.that the said appeal should be 
heard."

.Magnetic methods nt prospecting 
were deilt witii !,y Dr. !). A. Keys In 
the first ot a serie.i of ten lectures on 
the modern applications ot Physics to 
prospecting tor ore and oil in the Mac- 
rlonald Physics Building last night. Dr. 
Keys described r; several- simple types 
of magnetometers and varioni.-îter.'?, and 
illustrated thoir u.se by actual experi- 
ments during the lecture. 

This course on prospecting is Intend- 
ed for mining men, engineers, physi- 
cists and others who may be interest- 
ed. It win civcr tho same ground as 
the course given la.u ye.ar v:lth some 
addition.^ of rer.cn; li'.vviopments. Tha 
lecture will be given by Dr. A. S. Eve 
and Dr. D. A. Keys. Both professors' 
were engaged in prospecting all last 
summer in Colorado. 

Dr. Keys first reminded his listeners 
ot their elementary knowledge ot mag- 
netism and' pointed out how the earth 
behaved as a magnet. Maps have been 
drawn ot the lines of equal declina- 
tion and the lines of equal dip for dif- 
ferent regions all over the earth. Tha 
three Important magnetic quantities at 
any given point are the earth's hori2- 
or.tai c>.-mponenî. tiie v,?rii..:al compon- 
ent .ind the angle of dip. 

In making a magnetic- survey with 
the dip needle of any given territory 
it is necessary to find tha value of tha 
ancle dip a: different stations and

MINING AND McGILL 

The série.? of Jectures inaugurated last night 
on modern methods of electrical and magnetic 
prospecting by the Physics Department is a 
rather unique one. This subject is so new that 
few authorative books are available to the en- 
gineej- and jT'.<-]ii:.r.'. '-. Probably the most up- 
to-dat-r i.- a .-;!!.all pa-'^-prile: '.'.•riittii by Drs. Eve 
and Kty,^ and pubii.^hed by the U..S. Department 
of Commerce last year which outlines the funda- 
mental physical principles involved. 

Last winter a course of lectures, similar to 
the present set, was given by the Department 
and \^■as vei'y wel.'. attended, jjaiticularly by pro- 
fessional mining men. The new .sei'ies proposes 
to i'e"'"iew foi'mer work, and to desci'ibe the re- 
sults of the field work done during the past sum- 
mer. For those who think that these Jiew- 
fangled methods are just some rnoj-i; theoretical 
bunk, the ca.se of Profes.sor Hi:}h;y. w}io '.va.*-: e/j- 
gaged by the AusUaiiati Government to carry 
oji this work all over Australia for two year-s, is 
a good answer. 

The astonishing increa.se in mining activity 
in Canada during the past few years is one of 
the 'brighte.st spots in the jjresent economic 
(jtanding of the country. The older districts in 
Ontario around Sudbury, Cobalt, Timmins, etc. 
have nf\er seen better days; the Nova Scotja 
steel and coal indu.stry ha.s itnprovc.d greatly

berta coal, under tiie iinpetu.s of loduced freight 
rates is gradually moving east, while in the west 
it has for .some time been used in preference to 
water power fo)' generating electricity..
